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Police 
propose 
liquor 
changes

WILMINGTON The 
Wilmington Police Department 
has asked the Board of Selectmen 
to clarify their rules and regula- 
tions concerning the sale of alco- 
hol to patrons who wish to be 
served such beverages at a bar or 
counter in the dining area of a 
restaurant, 

Town Manager Michael A. 
Caira agrees with the police 
department that the language in 
“section 2” of the Rules and 
Regulations for the Sale of 
Alcoholic Beverages in 
Restaurants needs to be more 
specific. 

“It has always been my under- 
standing that Selectmen were 
clear in their intention that no 
alcoholic beverages could be 
served at a restaurant unless the 
patron is also served food that is 
considered to be a meal,” Caira 
said in a February 10th letter 
addressed to the board. 

The rules and regulations were 
adopted by the Board of 
Selectmen in 1972, and they were 
amended in 1995. 

Currently, “section 2” of the 
guidelines reads, “Alcoholic bev- 
erages shall not be served to a 
patron unless seated at a table or 
counter in the dining area 
Seating at the counter/bar area 
shall not exceed 25% of the total 
seating capacity of the dining 
area,” 

Caira proposed that “section 2” 
be revised to say, “Alcoholic bev- 
erages shall not be served to a 
patron unless said patron is seat- 
ed and dining at a table or 
counter in the dining area.” 

“This is more or less a house- 
keeping request,” says Chief 
Bobby N. Stewart. “There hasn't 
been one particular restaurant in 
town where this has been a prob- 
lem. We would just like the origi- 
nal intent of the rules to be made 
clearer, that bars and counters in 
restaurants will be able to serve 
alcohol to people only if they'll be

TEWKSBURY - One hundred 
and three, 

Can you imagine being one 
hundred and three years old? 
Can you picture being born in the 
late 1800s, living through all of 
the 1900s, and finding yourself 
alive and kicking in the year 
2000? 

Mary Scelzo, who on January 
29 began the third year of her sec- 
ond century, can tell you all about 
it. What is the secret to her 
longevity? 

“Lots of praying,” she says. “I 
pray for everybody, even if I don’t 
know them. I pray for my family, 
I pray for the hospitals, I pray for 
the nursing homes, I pray for the 
neighbors. I live for God letting 
me get up in the morning and for 
lunch and for supper.” 

Here’s something about Mary:

Mary says with a smile, hinting 
about the number of wild tales no 
doubt spun there in its heyday.

During that time Mary was a 
communicant of Saint Dorothy’s 
Church, where she served on the 
Ladies of the Sodality. 

“My husband was wonderful,” 
says Mary.

Hank Bagrowski’s Pick-Up Pal 


Local inventor’s dream takes off

WILMINGTON - It was, of 
course, Thomas Edison who 
noted that the process of inven- 
tion requires 10% inspiration and 
90% perspiration. Given the 
heavy-lifting that faced him one 
time, local autobody technician 
Hank Bagrowski would have had 
nothing but 100% perspiration if 
he hadn't created his Pick-Up Pal 
to make his job easier. 

“I had four trucks, two good 
ones and two junk ones, and I 
needed to get all of their beds 
switched around,” remembers 
Bagrowski. “This was in March 
of 1995, and I was an autobody 
technician at the time. I had 
three or four guys who worked for 
me, but on this day I was by 
myself. Since I was on my own, I 
had to find a way to get this stren- 
uous job done. I ended up making 
a device that eventually became 
the Pick-Up Pal. It was heavier 


and bigger than that it is now.” 

The Pick-Up Pal is a lifting 
device that can be used to take off 
a bed from a pick-up truck. It 
enables a technician to complete 
the task alone, without any extra 
help. All the mechanic needs is 
an engine hoist. 

“It eliminates three guys from 
having to pick up the bed of a 
truck,” describes Bagrowski. 
“You never have to lift anything 
more than twenty pounds at one 
time. It assembles and disassem- 
bles quickly, the bed doesn’t get 
damaged, and nobody gets hurt.” 

Bagrowski was just grateful 
that he had figured out a way to 
switch those beds around. His 
friend, however, took a look at the 
mechanism and became certain 
that Bagrowski was on to some-

“Student Government Day is a 
day that is coordinated by the Mas- 
sachusetts Teachers Association 
It was actually started through an 
act of legislation roughly 20 years 
ago.

BOSTON - Practiced for more 
than 300 years, the art of maple 
Sugaring has been perfected in New 
England. In February, when the 
freezing nights of winter begin to 
dawn as mild days and the first 
signs of spring are in the air, this 
age old tradition is reborn in Mas- 
sachusetts.

Pat Heffernan had a dream on 
Saturday night that he was going to 
be a state wrestling champion.

Heffernan stalled, and 
stalled again. But as the clock was 
ticking down to its final seconds 
Heffernan attacked McElligott's 
legs, almost bringing him down. 
McElligott responded trying a re- 
verse to get Heffernan's arms off 
his legs. Once McElligott did that, 
Heffernan wrappedhis arms around 
his opponent and dropped him to 
the ground for a two-point takedown 
to win 6-5. That was with two 
seconds left. 

Meanwhile, the entire Wilming- 
ton corner was jumping up-and- 
down going absolutely crazy. Wilm- 
ington was going so crazy that they 
almost were deducted a point for 
too much celebration. The referee 
raised Heffernan's right arm for 
the victory. Heffernan shook hands 
with McElligoot and then the 
Pentucket coaches before walking 


ing into a crowd of Wilmington 
coaches/ teammates/fans who 
lifted him into the air. 

Heffernan was put down, only to 
find himself mobbed by 30-40 people. 
He took turns hugging each and 
every person who was there who 
watched his phenomenal victory - 
his coaches Mike Pimental and Pete 
Mitchell, his girlfriend, his mother 
Marcia, his teammates, his former 
teammates, his brother .and on 
down the line. One after another 
they lined up to hug, embrace and 
cry with the state champion. It was 
an amazing 30 minute scene be- 
tween the match itself and the vic- 
tory party. 

"T can not believe it," he said, 
still huffing and puffing while he 
continued to get congratulatory high 
fives and hugs about 20-minutes 
later. "Last week in the sectionals 
I wasn't up for it (losing to 
McElligott in the finals). That didn't 
meananything. This is what means 
everything; this is what I've been 
shooting for." 

This was the fifth time the two 
wrestlers have goneatit. Heffernan 
won the first two and McElligott 
got the last two. All five matches 
have been nearly the same. All 
one-point victories, all of them with 
ferocious battles. 

Both of them knew each other's 
moves, both of them knew how to 
react to one certain move. Going to 
the final period trailing by a point, 
several of the Wilmington wres- 
tlers looking on yelled out to 
Heffernan to "get mad". He got 
really mad with 12 seconds to go. 

"I knew If I (shot at him) too 
early that he'd get back up,” said 
Heffernan. "{McElligott is} so

The infection was curred, and 
because they couldn't get in touch 
his Pat's mother, Pimental paid for 
the visit with his credit card.

receive) the level of training (of 
regular firefighters).” 

This is an important differ- 
ence between those communities 
that have Auxiliary Depart- 
ments and those, such as North 
Reading, which have reserve 
call fire departments. 

North Reading Fire Chief 
Edward O’Brien explained the 
difference, “Ours is a call Fire 
Department. The members are 
paid on a per-diem basis and 
they respond as needed, when 
available.” 

The set-up keeps the call 
department within the chain of 
command of the regular fire 
department and the call fire- 
fighters, who receive the same 
training as regular members of 
the department, are under the 
command of the Deputy Chief 
James Brady. 

Chief O’Brien describes his 
call department as “A decent 
supplement for a small force. It 
is a good stop gap measure.” 

The call department mem- 
bers train twice a month for 
about four hours at a time. They 
also receive a lot of tin-house 
training from certified members

train on Monday nights on the 
Town's former Engine One, a 
non-registered pumper that sits 
in the Department of Public 
Works yards. 

Besides providing lights, the 
Auxiliary members help with 
clean-up and do salvage work, 
after a fire has been knocked 
down. 

Lighting is the main focus of 
the Wakefield Auxiliary, under 
the command of Auxiliary Fire 
Captain Russ Barr, who has 
been a member of the force for 
about 27 years. 

“It used to be we fought 
fires,” Captain Barr recalled. 

He was involved in fighting 
the fires at the old high school 
and in the Robie Industrial Park 
in the early 1970's. 

Barr said, “We try to do com- 
bined drills (with other depart 
ments). Each department has 
their own specialty.” 

Although other departments 
have their own “lighting plants,” 
Wakefield is known for theirs 
and they are called upon many 
times to send it to the other 
communities. 

The plant is a 1971 Mack 
truck that carries two genera- 
tors capable of producing 23,000 
watts of electricity. 

The auxiliary is also used for 
Department of Public Works 
emergencies, and for transport- 
ing Santa Claus and the Easter 
Bunny during their respective 
seasons. The seven member 
group is also used during the 
many festivals and other func 
tions held on the Town Common. 

During fire emergencies, the

and sent a letter of thanks.” 

According to Galise, the aux- 
iliary filled 22 air tanks on the 
scene and then carried others 
back to the headquarters to be 
refilled. 

Chief Wood said while they 
were doing that dusk fell and I 
asked them to come back to the 
scene with their lighting plant. 

Although, like other 
Auxiliaries, they are not allowed 
into a building that is on fire, 
the Reading Auxiliary is 
deployed regularly to fight 

brush fires. 

They are also used to help 
during celebrations and other 
functions in the town. The 
Reading Auxiliary, which trains 
every other Wednesday in the 
West Side Fire Station, recently 
hosted a joint training session in 
the use of the “Jaws of Life “ 
hydraulic tool used to free peo- 
ple trapped in car accidents and 
other tight places. 

The group consists of 15 
members, which Galise thinks is 
about right. 

Woods said that when he 
became Fire Chief in 1992, the 
group was inactive due to a lack 
of defined roles. 

He defined the roles they 
would be playing and they have 
filled them admirably. Within 
the next few weeks, Woods 
expects to complete a policy and 
procedure manual for the 
Auxiliary and his regular 
department to follow so that 
each team will know their roles.

MCAS, MAVA, COP 
beyond Wakefield 


“The widespread concern over 
the MCAS (Massachusetts 
Comprehensive Assessment 
System) state required testing 
results has drawn concern among 
the Northeast Metropolitan 
Regional Vocational School com- 
munity, and plans are underway 
to seek a form of alternative test- 
ing for vocational-technical stu- 
dents," notes the Stoneham 
Independent. 

"Northeast Vocational School 
Superintendent James A. Pelley 
Jr. informed the Northeast School 
Committee last night that there 
has been a proposal made by the 
Massachusetts Association of 
Vocational Administrators 
(MAVA) that would expand the 
present Massachusetts 
Comprehensive Assessment 
System, or MCAS system, for 
vocational-technical schools. The 
Association is urging the Board of 
Education to strengthen its 
resolve to develop the Certificate 
of Occupational Proficiency 
(COP). 


"MCAS is here to stay and the 
Northeast Regional needs to 
improve (test scores),” said 
Pelley. “We've taken steps in the 
curriculum area and are trying to 
negotiate with the Massachusetts 
Teachers Association to get some 
direction.” 

“Pelley said COP, a proposal still 
on the drawing board, would allow 
vocational students to demon- 
strate acquired competencies in 
their technical fields. Students 
would be allowed the opportunity 
to show competencies through 
their performance on written and 
practical tests developed around 
the national industry standards or 
other recognized sources. 

"According to the 
Superintendent, this year's voca- 
tional MCAS results showed a 


room inventory being out of com- 
mission for nearly half of the year 
due to the extensive renovation 
work. In addition, she was instru- 
mental -in, getting. the hotel 
involved in several charitable 
efforts benefiting the Boston com- 
munity. These included the dona- 
tion of more than 1,700 beds, 
replaced during the renovation 
work, to local charities and non- 
profit residential facilities. Ms. 


Neister also laid the groundwork

"As the Transcript previously 
reported, G & R was the low bid- 
der on the project at $3,825,919 - 
substantially below the $4.2 mil- 
lion target figure the SBC had set 
for the construction phase of the 
project 

"The committee voted to award 
the contract after meeting with 
architect Santiago Rozas, who 
checked the firm's references and 
reported they have an ‘excellent 
track record.’ G & R is also the 
construction firm for the new 
police station being built in 
Reading, a DPW facility in 
Topsfield and an elementary 
school in Hanover. 

"Also, the SBC voted unanimous- 
ly to approve two add-alternates 
to perform all of the drainage 
work associated with the project, 
including piping and structures, 
manholes and catch basins”, 
according to Director of Public 
Works Dave Hanlon.

Interior painting is one of the higher sheen levels. 


simplest ways to improve the 
appearance of your home.

One of the most common of 
these decisions is the level of 
paint sheen - or glossiness - to 
use when painting interior walls 
and ceilings.
